IT IS doubtful if the general public is any less gullible, when it 
1 comes-to signing petitions, than were the more than 1 So 
students and faculty members of Akron university who pledged 
themselves unwittingly to decapitate themselves in celebrat- 
ing the birthday of the university's president, Dr. Hazzleton E. 
Simmons. 


Five members of the faculty, the president of the student 


council, student heads of the dramatic-and theatrical groups and 
other campus leaders were among the signers. 


The petition was originated by the editors of the Buchtelite, 


the college paper, in an effort "to prove how futile are college 
petitions and how gullible are the students who sign them." 


It started off with the expression of a belief that the presi- 


dent's birthday should be observed as a holiday. 
There fol- 


lowed a second paragraph reciting the president's virtues and 
paving tribute to him as head of the institution. This paragraph 
ended with: "We do resolve that this day be spent in merry- 
making and leisure at which time each one of us will decapi- 
tate himself with extreme :,oy, thereby showing his appreciation 
to the fullest extent for the efforts of President Simmons, who 
has worked so splendidly in our behalf." 


Only one person asked to sign it read it with sufficient care 


to detect the trick. 


The experiment is interesting as revealing the carelessness 


with which petitions are signed. 
Seldom do the signers read 


more than the first few lines, if that much before attaching their 
signatures.

WOULD NEW AGREEMENTS BE KEPT? 


Considerable comment has been made in the newspapers of the 


action of the United States treasury in refusing permission to New York 
bankers to participate in a Dutch loan of 100.000,000 guilders to Trance. 
The action of the treasury was taken on the strength of the Johnson 
bill, which has passed the senate and house. This bill would prohibit the 
making ol private loans by Americans to nations which have defaulted on 
their debts to Uncle Sam. 


There is general approval of the Johnson bill and of the action of 


the treasury department in refusing to sanction American participation 
in this loan to France. It .will be remembered that when we made a 
debt settlement with France we cancelled that part of the loan which 
was contracted before the armistice. The settlement was regarded as a 
generous one, but Prance refused to pay a cent more than she could 
wangle out of Germany in'the shape of reparations. Since the American 
dollar was devalued, the French debt has been automatically reduced an- 
other 40 per cent but still Prance refuses to pay although she seems to 
have plenty of money for military affairs and for lending to her little 
allies in Europe. 


The theory behind the Johnson bill is that nations which refuse 


to pay their just and legal obligations to the United States government 
are not very good risks. This is undoubtedly true but let us carry our 
examination of the question a little further. 


The administration is now seeking to get through congress a bill 


which will give the president absolute authority to negotiate trade agree- 
ments with other nations, without having the agreement subject to ap- 
proval by congress. The contention of the administration spokesmen is 
that this will enable us'to Increase our exports by gentlemen's agree- 
ment. Prance, for example, will agree to lower her tariffs against cer- 
tain American agricultural products and take a certain amount of these 
products in turn for our lowering of our tariff against certain French 
products.

WOULD NEW AGREEMENTS BE KEPT? 


Considerable comment has been made In the newspapers of the 


action of the United States treasury in refusing permission to New York 


- bankers to participate in a Dutch ioan of 100,000,000 guilders to France. 
The action of the treasury was taken on the strength of the Johnson 
bill which has passed the senate and house. This bill would prohibit the 
making ol.iirlvate loans by Americans to nations which have defaulted on 
their debts to Uncle Sam. 
' 


There'is general approval of the Johnson bill and of the action of 


the treasury department In refusing to sanction American participation 
In this loan'to France. It .will-be remembered that when we made a 
debt settlement with France we cancelled that part of the loan which 
was contracted befofe the armistice. The settlement Was regarded as.a 
generous one, but France refused to pay a cent more than she could 
wangle out of Germany in'the shape of reparations. Since the American 
dollar was devalued, the French debt has been automatically reduced an- 
other 40 per cent but still France refuses to pay although she seems to 
have plenty of money lor military affairs and for lending to her little 
allies In Europe. 
. 


The theory behind the Johnson bill is that nations which reluae 


to pay their Just and legal obligations to the United States government 
are not yery good risks. This is undoubtedly true but let us carry our 
examination of the question a little further. 


The administration is now seeking to get through congress a bill 


which will give the president absolute authqrity to negotiate trade agree- 
ment* with other nations, wjthout having .the agreement subject to ap- 
proval by congress. The contention of the administration spokesmen is 
that this will enable us "to increase our exports by gentlemen's agree- 
ment. France, for example, will agree to lower her tariffs against cer- 
tain American agricultural products and take a certain amount of these 
products in turn for OUT lowering of our tariff against certain French 
products. 


But experience has shown us that an agreement with France, 


gentlemanly or otherwise, doesn't artiouht to much. The same can be 
said of all the other nations which haW refused to live up to their agree- 
ments with Uncle Same and pay their war debts: Now ,3f agreements 
of this kind are not kept what assurftnce is there that trade agreements 
will be kept? In fact the American agreement with -France In which the 
French were to tako our apples in exchange for French wines - has al- 
ready fliwered, so far as the French are concerned. 


Now if we ve to authorize the administration to negotiate trade 


and tariff agreements with other coimtrleWalthbugh trie proposition is 
a very dubious one from several- standpoints^-why not provide that no 
agreements shall be made with nations which have already shown, by 
their action over war debts, that their agreements are no good? In other 
words, why not apply the principle of the Johnson bill a little further 


• and see that we not only refuse to lend money to nations who do not 


live up to their promises, but that we refuse to enter into reciprocal trade 
ageements which stand every chance of not being lived up to? ,

On Court House Hill 


Discussing the proposed new court 
house today, P. K. Fike ol Sheridan 
avenue recalled that he was fore- 
•onan' of the first grand Jury that 
ever recommended the erection of 
a new court house. "It was about 
2o years ago," said Mr. Fike, "dur- 
ing the time that the late Judge 
William E. Porter -was on the bench 
There had been a little talk of a 
new court house at that time, but 
Jit had not assumed any definite 
-proportions. 


"As the jury was composed' most- 


ly of farmers. I decided to ascertain 
their sentiments. I explained to the 
jury that at that time there was 
no bonded indebtedness against the 
county and there was a surplus of 
around $100,000 in the treasury. The 
tax millage was only three and one- 
half mills. Building costs were very 
low. 
I remember that I told the 


"jury these facts, and also that if 
-they believed a new court house 
-necessary, it was an opportune time 
to build it. 


"I estimated that it could have 


been built at that time for around 
•»250.0QO. A similar building today 
•would cost close to a million dollars 
As showing building costs at that- 
time I might state that a four or 
•five room house finished complete 
could be built for $500. After the 
financial condition of the county 
had been discussed, every man on 
the jury voted in favor of a new 
-court house, and the finding was 
presented to Judge Porter. 


"As it was somewhat of a surprise 
-he merely smiled and made no com- 
ment. 
After that numerous other 


grand juries presented a similar 
finding, but aU the while the fi- 
nancial condition bf the county was 
-growing worse and taxes were being 
raised. With our present high rate 
of taxation, our big bonded indebt- 
edness, and uncertain outlook, I do 
not believe a court house should be 
built, and -would be against it were 
I again foreman of a grand jury."

provisions of the act have been in- 
terpreted 
and instructions have 


been issued to the regional manag- 
ers, is the information received by 
Secretary Orville Potter of the Law- 
rence County Chapter, American 
Red Cross. 


Some interpretations of the act 


have already been made as follows: 
Section 26— " 
Restores of compensation being 


paid on March 19, 1933 to veterans 
who lost use of both eyes (except 
where fraud, mistake, or misrepre- 
sentation involved) Old rate was 
$150 
compensation and 
$50 per 


month attendant allowance. Old 
rates are ordered resumed as of 
March 28, 1934. A'view of all these 
cases is to be made immediately to 
determine whether the rating in ef- 
fect on March 19, 1933 was based 
on fraud, mistake, or misrepresenta- 
tion.

amount being received on March 19, 
1933 will be during hospitalization. 


Section 27—Reestablishhes service 


connection for the presumptive cas- 
es, except misconduct 
cases, in 


which service-connection had been 
established on March 19, 1933. 


Amounts payable are limited to 75 


per cent of the compensation pay- 
able under the' W. W. V. A. and 
rating schedule of 1925. 


Section 28— Restores 
the 
full 


amount of compensation being paid 
on March 19, 1933, for service-con- 
nected disabilities, with exceptions. 
(Will require interpretations to clar- 
ify all provisions.) 


Section 29—Provides hospitaliza- 


tion or domiciliary care within the 
existing limitations of Veterans Ad- 
ministration facilities for any vet- 
eran of any war not dishonorably 
discharged suffering from non-ser- 
vice-connected disability, disease cr 
defect, who is unable to pay for 
same. Transportation included for 
either hospital or domiciliary care. 


Section 30—Restores 75 per 'cent 


of the pension paid >on March 19, 
1933 to any veteran of Spanish-Am- 
erican War,. Boxer Rebellion, and 
Philippine Insurrection or the de- 
pendents of any such veterans ex- 
cept where disability 
is result of 


misconduct. 


Pension of veteran in Federal em- 


ploy restricted to $6 if. single, and 
salary exceeds $1,000 and is mar- 
ried, $2,500. Does not affect World 
War veterans. 


Section 31—Reinstates provisions 


of Section 213 of W. W. V. A. grant- 
ing service-connection for disabil- 
ities incurred or aggravated in med- 
ical or hospital treatment or train- 
ing, or examination. 


Section 34—Provides for payment 


of War Risk Insurance claims filed 
prior to March 20, 1933 and 
on 


which maturity had been determin- 
ed by Veterans Administrator prior 
to that .date, but which could not 
be paid under the Economy Act or 
the amendment of June 16, 1933.
